On April 27th, WMES conducted a rou-
tine off‑campus evacuation drill.

In the case of a real evacuation, adults would pick up 
their children at the Fire Hall by reporting to designated sign out supervisors there. Children not picked up 
by parents would be sent home on their regular buses form the Fire Hall.
